Proposal: To be considered, Pro- 
posals must include a detailed 
explanation of how the consul- 
tant will perform the requested 
services, background and ex- 
perience of the firm in 
educational back- 
ground and practical experience 
of the principal members of the 
firm who will be assigned to the 
project, list of previous clients 
(including names, addresses, and 
phone numbers) who can be 
contacted for reference recom- 
mendations, anticipated time 
needed to complete the study, 
and the maximum expected cost 
for conducting the services and 
related aspects of the project. 


How many times lately have 
you seen requests like the above 
for Architectural services. More 
and more, the Architect is receiv- 
ing requests for proposals on a 
particular project in which the 
veil of interest as per the Ar- 
chitect’s capabilities shall be 
considered, but also the demand 
that a stipulated fixed services 
cost be also included. The merits 
of the services to be rendered are 
not so much weighed as to the 
quality of services and the 
reputation of the Architect as 
they are to the lowest bidded 
amount. 


The expanding trend for ad- 
ministrators to utilize this method 
only indicates sole monetary 
prominence in the decision mak- 
ing process and total ignorance 
of those services to be provided 
by the Architect. A re-education 
program must be re-instituted. As 
members of the Michigan So- 


ciety and part of the Architec- 
tural profession, it is our duty to 
make every effort to re-educate 
and stop the shopping for Ar- 
chitectural Services.

In September of 1982, Sam 
Popkin was asked by the Detroit 
Chapter, AGC, to appoint a 
representative to their Industrial 
Relations Committee. | was for- 
tunate to have been selected by 
Sam to represent the Chapter. 

The Industry Relations Com- 
mittee is presently composed of 
twelve members from various 
firms. The committee is an action 
group which responds to re- 
quests from AGC members. 
Meetings are held monthly ex- 
cept during the summer. As with 
many committee groups, 
homework is a vital part of the 
activity. 

While some of the items 
discussed were strictly between 
the contractors, most of them 
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ACHITECTS 


have an affect on Architects and 
it is refreshing to be part of frank 
and open discussions on matters 
which affect our industry. | feel 
the benefits are two-way. We are 
able to INPUT the Architect's 
point of view in initial 
discussions. 

Contrary to the opinion of 
some, the relationship between 
the Architects and Contractors is 
mostly one of cooperation and 
understanding of the other's 
“way of life.” 

Some of the topics covered 
will be addressed by the Con- 
struction Industry Council (CIC) 
in the future guidelines, while 
others are handled internally by 
AGC. As can be seen from the 
following, almost all involve our 
own practice in one way or 
another. 

The items listed below were 
typical of the topics addressed by 
the committee and followed up 
by the AGC staff: 


e Owners asking contractors to 
sign contracts which waive 
their Waiver of Lien rights. 

© Owners asking contractors to 
furnish 100% labor and 
material bonds for unknown 
major subcontractors bidding 
separate portions of the work 
which are to be assigned to 
the General Contractor. 

¢ Devising methods of obtaining 
interest from Owners who do 
not make timely payments of 
approved requests. 

è Responding to Owners who 
are asking Contractors to dis- 
count their invoices on 
previously awarded contracts. 

e Commenting on AGC’s na- 
tional draft of standard form of 
Design-Build Agreement and 
General Conditions Between 
Owner and Contractor. 

è Contacting Owners who are 
charging a non-refundable fee 
for bidding documents. 

Among the items discussed and 
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researched by the Committee for 

inclusion in informational 

guidelines were topics such as: 

e Recommend procedures for 
Weekly Job Clean-Up (first 
issued in 1974). 


e Guidelines for minority 
business enterprise re- 
quirements — a document 


that reviews the confusion that 

Contractors are exposed to 

with incomplete or contradic- 

ting rules. 

èe Reviewing and recommen- 
ding changes to the CIC 
publication, Bulletins and 

Change Orders, specifically, 

with regard to delayed ap- 

proval and payments. 

Our involvement can work both 
ways. If there are items that you 
would like to bring to the atten- 
tion of the local AGC, drop me 
a note or give me a call and | will 
make sure it is brought to their 
attention and will advise you of 
the action taken. 

It has been a pleasure to repre- 
sent the Detroit Chapter during 
the past year and we are looking 
forward to an equally pleasant 
experience during the next year.
